What does frustrate 
me is the amount of Sir 
Bradley Wiggins 
wannabes who feel they 
can ride two or three 
abreast on any road and 
inconvenience absolutely 
anyone under the mantra 
of ‘I am a road user’. It 
is thoughtless and selfish 
and does create 
dangerous situations. 

So is it not time that 
the local authorities 
really played their part 
in this issue? Local 
authorities have the 
power to create bye-laws 
which insist that where a 
cycle path is provided 
then it must be used and 
failure to do so could 
result in appearance 
before the local 
magistrates court or the 


issue of a fixed penalty 
notice. 

I am one of those rare 
people that use our cycle 
paths throughout the 
Vale and am really 
grateful to the Vale 
Council for providing 
them. 

Proper use of these 
can remove the need for 
cycle helmets by more 
experienced cyclists (but 
I would not seek to 
dissuade people from 
wearing these). 

Therefore, I call on 
the local authority to 
take up the cudgel in this 
matter. 

As for Mr Langford’s 
comments regarding 
cycles on trains, I would 
really have to question 
his experience of this. I 
take my cycle on the 
train and regularly see 
people both young and 
old doing the same, and 
I have yet to see anyone 
being deliberately 
obstructive in this 
activity. The rail 
operators have a code of 
practice in relation to 
taking cycles on trains 
which tends to prevent 
the types of issues 
arising to which he 
alludes.

I N reply to Mr Karl James 
Langford letter July 6 re 
‘Bicycle Riders ‘Flaunt the 
Law’: as a socially responsible 
group of cyclists who take our 
safety and that of other road 
users very seriously, we are 
getting increasingly frustrated 
with certain sectors of society 
who seem to publicise and 
criticise the actions of some 
cyclists and brand all with the 
same label, as seems to be the 
case with the letter from Mr 
Langford in The GEM last 
week. 

We would like to raise a point for 
discussion. Most members of our 
group are car owners who indeed pay 
appropriate duty on the vehicles we 
own, alongside other taxes that 
contribute towards the upkeep of our 
road infrastructure. 

May we add that we find it difficult 
to ride and drive simultaneously - so 
there may be a small case for us 
having an equal right to cycle on the 
roads where the law permits. 

The last time we checked the 
emissions from the data provided by 
our bike manufacturer it was actually 
zero, this placing it in a band that 


attracts no Vehicle Excise Duty. 

There are cars that attract the same 
banding based on their emissions also; 
perhaps Mr Langford may wish to 
educate himself on his ‘motor tax 
payer’ comment by researching: 
www.gov.uk/vehicle- tax-rate-tables. 

We do, however, fear for future 
letters targeting Nissan Leaf drivers 
who now may incur his displeasure. 

Lastly, we are a little quizzical as to 
what roads may be appropriate to use, 
if indeed we follow the suggestion of 
refraining from using ‘arterial’ roads 
and ‘narrow country lanes’: should we 
dismount and push between certain 
sections; however, this throws up the 
disastrous possibility of us 
collectively clogging up the footpaths 
as we proceed from A to B. 

We would dearly love to meet up 
with Mr Langford over a coffee in 
order that he may assist with some of 
our route planning.

In fact, he has been 
training all his life. 

Cystic Fibrosis means 
the lungs and digestive 
system are at a daily risk 
of becoming clogged. 

The life expectancy is 
put at 37 years of age. 

Josh explains: “When 
I was bom my parents 
did a great deal of 
research and went to 
America to see a 
specialist.” 

That specialist was Dr 
Bob Kramer, and his 
advice was pretty 
simple. It was to get 
Josh out running every 
morning and when he 
had had enough, insist 
that he did more! 

Josh said that this 
evolved into a personal 
motto: “I train to stay 
alive.” 

That intense training 
meant that Josh’s 
teenage friends probably 
did not realise the 
seriousness of his 
condition. He looked fit 
and was indeed fit - at 
15 he was in the Welsh 
under-21 cross-country 


squad. 

However, at 21 the 
CF surfaced, and his 
intestines became 
twisted - a seven-hour 
operation was needed to 
sort out the problem. 

After that experience. 
Josh returned to his 
training regime, and has 
been in contact with 
many other CF patients. 

Part of his mission is 
to inspire them, as well 
as raise money.

SIGN of a 
thriving town is a 
L thriving high 
street. 

We are fortunate to have 
outstanding high streets 
dotted all across the Vale of 
Glamorgan, with a 
splendrous array of 
independent shops and 
businesses that cannot be 
found anywhere else.

Vale’s marginal status 
illustrates why main 
parties have different 
view of general election 


POLITICS, as we 
have seen over the 
last few weeks, is a 
fiendishly unpred¬ 
ictable business. 

Three months ago, 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May was riding high in 
the polls, and when, on 
April 18, she called an 
election most 

commentators thought 
she would cruise 
serenely into Downing 
Street with an increased 
majority. 

But a hapless 
campaign, and the 
resurgence of the Labour 
Party, which led to a 
Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary deal with the 
Democratic Unionist 
Party, have put her 
leadership on a knife- 
edge. 

The Conservatives lost 
12 seats, and some safe 
Tory seats became 
marginals, including the 
Vale. 

The Labour Party are 
desperate for another 
general election, and the 
precarious nature of 
parliamentary pacts 
means an election in the 
autumn is not 
inconceivable. 

There was a school of 
thought which argued 
that a general election 
collapse in support for 
UKIP would lead to its

voters migrating en 
masse to the 

Conservatives, keen to 
see a clean Brexit. 

The GEM approached 
former UKIP candidate 
for the Vale in the 2015 
general election, Coun 
Kevin Mahoney for his 
view on the state of play 
in the Vale in the national 
context. 

He left UKIP in early 
2016 because he was 
opposed to candidates 
being imposed from 
outside Wales in the 
Welsh Assembly 

elections, candidates he 
believed were not versed 
in local issues and of 
high enough calibre. 

Coun Mahoney said 
the idea that UKIP voters 
would fall in line behind 
the Tories at the general 
election was a “flawed 
analysis”. 

He polled 5,489 votes 
in the 2015 general 
election. He did not stand 
this time around, and 
UKIP’s vote decreased 
by 4,621 votes in this 
year’s general election to 
just 868 votes. 

He explained: “The 
Conservatives have been 
lacking in intelligent 


analysis. They thought 
that the UKIP vote was 
disaffected Tories, but 
once it started going up 
through the five per cent 
mark, I knew we were 
getting working class 
Labour voters. 

“These people were 
never going to vote Tory, 
and if they left UKIP, 
they were going to return 
to Labour.” 

Coun Mahoney said 
that when he’d 
campaigned in working 
class estates in the Vale, 
and elsewhere in Wales, 
people had been more 
than welcoming. 

He said: “These were 
areas where the 
Conservatives wouldn’t 
show their face.” 

The Vale’s MP Alun 
Cairns actually increased 
his vote in June by 1,894 
votes to 25,501 votes; but 
Labour’s Camilla 

Beaven was snapping at 
his heels with an increase 
of 6,584 votes to a total 
of 23,311 votes. Other 
parties such as Plaid, the 
Greens and Liberal 
Democrats also 

haemorrhaged votes, but 
not on the scale of UKIP. 

Coun Mahoney said 


that it looks like there has 
been a return to two- 
party politics for the time 
being. 

He added: “The Vale 
has always been very 
volatile in its voting. At 
one time. Labour’s John 
Smith had a good 
parliamentary majority 
(10,532 in 1997). In the 
European elections, 
UKIP topped the poll 
beating the 

Conservatives and 
Labour.” 

And in 2015, Mr 
Cairns’ majority stood at 
a reasonably comfortable 
6,880 votes. 

Coun Mahoney said 
that if there was an 
autumn general election, 
it was difficult to say 
who would win because 
so much could happen 
between now and then, 
but pointed out that a 
mere “1,500 votes one 
way or another” could be 
critical in deciding the 
outcome. 

With such fine 
margins in the Vale and 
elsewhere, it’s no wonder 
the Conservatives want 
to establish a reliable 
pact with the DUP, and 
no surprise that Labour 
are keen to have a second 
general election in the 
space of a few months.

Hot weather ‘can 
kill animals’ 
warns the RSPCA 


AS summer 
continues, RSPCA 
Cymru is bracing 
itself for a busy 
July; in June the 
charity received 133 
calls involving 
animals left in hot 
and stifling 
conditions. 

It means it is getting a 
call on this one issue 
every five and a half 
hours. 

In England and Wales, 
2,065 calls were 
received relating to 
animals suffering from 
the heat with the 
majority being dogs left 
in cars, caravans or vans 
on hot days. 

Members of the 
public are urged to call 
999 rather than the 
RSPCA if they see a dog 
in distress in a hot car. 

The police will then 
inform the RSPCA if 
animal welfare 
assistance is required. 

RSPCA super-

intendent Martyn 
Hubbard said: “Put 
simply, there are fatal 
dangers of leaving 
animals in unsuitable 
environments, like dogs 
in warm cars. 

“Temperatures can 
soar quickly in a car, 
caravan, conservatory or 
outbuilding. “If it’s 
22°Celsius outside, 
within an hour the 
temperature can reach 
47°Celsius inside, which 
can have disastrous 
consequences for 
animals. 

“Call handlers 
received 133 calls in 
June alone about animals 
left in hot environments 
in Wales, and a peak of 
reports of animals 


struggling over July 
seems very possible. 

“We’re urging the 
public to continue 
helping us spread the 
message as to the 
dangers of people 
treating animals in this 
way. Where people see a 
dog in distress in a warm 
car, they should dial 
999.”

A RESIDENT on 
Barry Island says 
he is ‘angry’ that 
money has heen 
‘splashed out’ on 
resurfacing work 
on Port Road when 
traffic lights on the 
Island have 

remained idle since 
last November. 

Barrie Evans said it 
was time the council got 
the traffic lights going at 
the junction of Harbour 
Road and Paget Road, 
adjacent to the railway 
bridge. 

He said that when he 
saw tar oil and chippings 
being put down he was 
surprised because work 
had been done there in 
the recent past, and there 
were greater priorities. 

The Vale Council told 
The GEM work at Cosy 
Comer on Barry Island 
is being carried out by 
the Waterfront 

Consortium. 

Mr Evans said: “I 
can’t believe that 
they’ve spent time 
resurfacing the stretch of 
Port Road from The 
Walston Castle up to 
roundabout that leads to 
the Alps. It was only 
resurfaced 18 months 
ago. 

“At the junction on 
the Island drivers are 
bumping in to each other 
because the lights are 
not operational. 

“Construction of the 
traffic light system was 
completed months ago. 
When is the council 
going to get them 
working?” 

Mr Evans believes the 
delay may be over

“This section of Port 
Road was not resurfaced 
18 months ago, though 
significant work has 
been carried out in that 
time. 

“A new bus lane has 
been installed to 
improve public transport 
links to Cardiff and 
encourage people to use 
this method of travel. 

“Recent work has 
included a surface 


dressing treatment, 
which is designed to 
extend the life of the 
existing road surface, 
meaning fewer repairs 
and less money will 
need to be spent on it the 
future. 

“The work at the 
Cosy Corner junction is 
being carried out by the 
Waterfront Consortium 
and their contractor, not 
the council. 

“Though much of it 
has been completed, the 
traffic light system is not 
yet operational. 

“The council has been 
pressing the consortium 
to finish the work for 
some time, and will 


continue to do so, with 
the aim of having it 
completed in the near 
future.”

“We have protected 
our BSSG to all councils 
in Wales in recent 
budgets, which enables 
them to subsidise bus and 
community transport 
services they deem 
necessary in their areas. 

“The Vale Council is 
separately and 

additionally reimbursed 
for the operation of the 
T9 service. It has never 
been a case of choosing 
local services over the 
airport shuttle. Vale 
communities should 
expect both.”

O NE of the 
best things 
about last 
year’s Captain 
America: Civil War 
(and there were a 
few) was the 
arrival in the 
Marvel Cinematic 
Universe of Spider- 
Man. Having been 
in his own 
universe, literally, 
under the umbrella 
of Sony Pictures, 
the webslinger 
shone with Tom 
Holland taking on 
the role. 

The first Spider-Man 
film to be set in the 
MCU (produced by 
Marvel alongside Sony) 
now hits cinemas in 
Spider-Man: 
Homecoming. Set after 
the events of Civil War, 
it sees Peter Parker 
adjusting to the real 
world after the 
adventures of the airport 
battle. 

Having mingled with 
the likes of Captain 
America, Ant-Man et al, 
Parker is looking for 
some more excitement, 
so when Tony Stark 
(Robert Downey Jr) 
takes Parker under his 
wing, Parker looks for 
action. 

However, he meets 
his match when he 
stumbles upon Adrian 
Toomes (Michael 
Keaton), a man who has 
resorted to crime after 


Stark put his company 
out of business, and 
who is using stolen 
technology. 

Otherwise known as 
The Vulture, can 
Spider-Man snare 
Toomes in his web and 
stop him wreaking more 
havoc...? 

Given that Tom 
Holland is the third 
Spider-Man in 15 years, 
and this is the 
franchise’s second 
reboot, it could be 
argued that cinemagoers 
and fans may be 
suffering from Spidey- 
fatigue. 

It’s a notion, 
however, that can be put 
to bed from the get-go, 
as Spider-Man: 
Homecoming is 
arguably the best film 
about the wallcrawler 
yet (nudging Sam 
Raimi’s immense 
Spiderman 2 for top 
spot), and in its own 
right a wonderful shot 
in the arm for what has 
been, on the whole, a 
rather moribund 
summer. 

This is the first time 
we’ve seen Peter Parker 
as he was meant to be, a 
schoolboy with 
incredible powers 
fighting crime ‘at 
ground level’, and it’s 
safe to say that director 
Jon Watts and Tom 
Holland have nailed the 
character. 

Holland was 
incredible in his brief 
but memorable turn in 
Civil War, but given a 


whole film we get to 
see the true extent of his 
performance. 

Undergoing the 
learning curve that most 
superheroes have to go 
through, Holland 
engages throughout; 
likeable, charismatic 
and hugely charming, 
he is the best actor to 
pull on the costume yet, 
delivering a wonderful 
performance. 

In fact there's no 
weak points here; 

Robert Downey Jr and 
Jon Favreau (as Happy 
Hogan, sequestered as 
Parker’s reluctant point 
man) enjoy some time 
away from the heavy 
lifting of the other 
Marvel films with 
breezy, but pivotal, 
turns, while the likes of 
Jacob Batalon as 
Parker’s best friend, 
Zendaya as the pithy 
schoolmate, Tony 
Revolori as the 
charmless Flash (not 
that DC Comics one) 
and Marisa Tomei’s 
Aunt May are all 
superb. 

But what is a hero 
without a villain, and 
Homecoming offers up 
one of the best Marvel 
villains yet. It helps 
when you’re given an 
actor as talented and as 
on-form as Michael 
Keaton is now, but with 
some clever writing 
Toomes is engaging, 
smartly-developed and 
captivating to watch. 

It helps that he isn’t 
written as a stone-cold

villain; Toomes is a 
salvage company boss 
tasked with clearing up 
the mess left after the 
first Avengers film, but 
is put out of work when 
Tony Stark takes on the 
contract, or as one 
character puts it: “They 
make the mess then 
they get paid to clear it 
up”, and needing to 
make ends meet, turns 
to dealing in the 
materials he was 
previously tasked with 
disposing. 

Making the bad guy a 
character who 
fundamentally is doing 
no worse than those 
around him (“How do 
you think your friend 
Stark made his money?” 
he points out saliently 
to Parker at one point) 
is a shrewd move and 
one that pays huge 
dividends. 

Director Jon Watts 


may be dipping his toe 
into the world of big- 
budget films here, but 
yet again Marvel get 
their choice of director 
spot on. Easing an 80s, 
John Hughe s-esque high 
school film (there’s 
even a Eerris Bueller 
nod) with a superhero 
film may risk being 
over stylised, but in 
Watts’ hands it works 
perfectly, a scenario 
where getting a date to 
the homecoming dance 
is as risky as stopping a 
bank robbery. 

Watts gets the tone of 
the film just right, and 
in a world where 
Marvel are getting ever¬ 
more serious as we 
reach the Infinity War, 
it’s nice to see a film 
that cuts loose and plays 
things a little more 
lightly. 

Even at 133 minutes 
it breezes by in a 


heartbeat, and definitely 
leaves you wanting 
more. A perfect slice of 
Spider-Man fun. 
Homecoming is an 
exceptional film. 

VERDICT: The first 
Spider-Man film set in 
the Marvel universe is a 
triumph. Homecoming 
is part-teen movie, part- 
superhero blockbuster- 
hut wholly incredible! 
Tom Holland exudes 
charm as Peter Parker, 
Michael Keaton is a 
revelation as a 
(figuratively) grounded 
and realistic ‘villain’, 
and the film just sings 
from the start. A 
wondrous effort from 
Jon Watts, we finally 
have the Spider-Man we 
deserve. Essential 
viewing.

NFU CYMRU is 
urging farmers to get 
involved with the 
Welsh Government 
consultation on 

Taking Forward 
Wales’ Sustainable 
Management of 
Natural Resources. 

The Welsh 

Government 
consultation, launched 
last week, is seeking 
views on a broad range of 
proposals that are highly 
relevant and which could 
have serious implications 
for farm businesses 
across Wales. 

Proposals include 
enabling cycling and 
horse riding on 
footpaths; extending 
CRoW (Countryside and 
Rights of Way) Access 
land to rivers and other 
inland waters; as well as 
revoking the list of 
restrictions on CRoW 
Access land to allow 
organised games, 

camping, hang-gliding or 
para-gliding. 

Other proposals 
include the introduction 
of basic measures for 
agriculture for the 
protection of water, air 
and soil quality. Basic 
measures are a regulatory 
approach that set 
minimum standards for 
undertaking specified 
activities and include 
provision to penalise 
those found to be in 


breach. 

NFU Cymru Rural 
Affairs Board chair, 
Hedd Pugh, said: “From 
the title of the 
consultation, its 

significance would not 
be immediately apparent. 

However, from closer 
examination of Welsh 
Government proposals it 
is clear that the content is 
highly relevant to our 
sector and will be deeply 
worrying for our 
members. 

“In our view, many of 
the chapters merit 
separate consultation in 
their own right and it is 
disappointing that Welsh 
Government has opted to 
bundle them together in 
this way. 

“Overall NFU Cymru 
is very disappointed that 
Welsh Government 
seems fixed on achieving 
the objective of the 
sustainable management 
of natural resources via 
costly regulation of farm 
businesses. 

“We are clear that the 
new legislative 

framework and ways of 
working presents the 
opportunity for the 
industry to work with 
Welsh Government and 
NRW on the 
development of 

voluntary, partnership 
approaches that deliver 
better outcomes for 
farming, the environment 
and society.”

Patio varieties pave the way to perfection 

GIVE YOUR GARDEN A MAKEOVER! 


W e all used to go out and buy 
annual bedding plants to give 
summer colour to our patios, 
but now we can be so much more 
adventurous. 

Patio varieties of fruit, vegetables and 
perennials are all widely available and 
becoming increasingly popular, as garden space 
diminishes and urban gardens flourish. 

“We’ve seen a continued interest in patio 
varieties, even in our ‘grow your own’ 
selections," says Mark Sage, head of 
horticulture at Wyevale Garden Centres. 

“Things like terrace patio fruit - varieties 
which are grafted on to a rootstock which 
means they get up to about 5ft tall - will thrive 
even in smaller spaces such as a balcony in a 
flat.” 

There are tomato ranges which do well in 
hanging baskets, along with colourful salad 
leaves and other veg. Fruit has also come a long 
way from the traditional citrus that you grew in 
a large pot in the conservatory. 

Now there's even a new dwarf mulberry 
(Charlotte Russe, exclusive to Suttons, 
www.suttons.co.uk) you can grow in a patio pot. 

“The continued interest in ‘grow your own’ 
has seen breeders working extensively on 
getting really good productive, tasty fruit and 
vegetables suitable for container gardening, and 
we’ve seen a lot of work being done particularly 
on fruit trees,” says Sage. 

He recommends the doughnut peach - a flat 


type - or the ice peach, which are perfect for the 
small container. Some flowering cherry varieties 
are top grafted, so they won’t get any taller, 
their head size will just get a bit bigger. 

Some will need protection from frost. Peach 
trees will need to be protected during the winter 
months in a sheltered situation. 

Slow-growing dwarf acers are great in patio 
pots, as are willows. Climbers such as clematis, 
traditionally reaching great heights and often 
used to scale fences and house walls or climb 
through large shrubs, have long been available 
in dwarf proportions suitable for pots. 

New, more compact, varieties of perennials 
suitable for pots include Helenium ‘Short ‘n 
Sassy’, which puts on a long-lasting display of 
golden blooms with chocolate-coloured cones 
(Dobies, www.dobies.co.uk), while container 
buddleias are also widely available. 

Many gardeners who want instant colour end 
up shelling out on packs of bedding - but take 
care when you’re buying because some annuals 
are better than others. Sage advises. 

“People want plants that are bullet-proof. 
Bush red geraniums are our best-selling bedding 
plant, along with white bacopa. These lines 
perform whatever the weather and form the 
basis of many displays.” 

However, there is a wealth of difference 
between seed-raised bedding and cutting-raised 
bedding, he notes. 

“To all intents and purposes, the product 
looks exactly the same. But in the middle of the 
summer, your seed-raised bacopa will have 


exhausted itself and completely run out of 
energy, whereas a cutting-raised vegetative 
variety that is generally more expensive to 
produce will keep on going through until the 
first frosts. 

“When you buy cheap, you have a tendency 
to buy mass-produced, cheaply-produced 
products such as a seed-raised bacopa, but 
actually what you want is value within your 
plant, and something that's going to last a 
season.” 

Easier said than done. It's virtually impossible 
to distinguish a seed-raised bedding plant from 
a cutting-raised one at point of sale, he admits. 

The only way to tell is by the price - better 
quality cutting-raised bedding will be more 
expensive. Buy plants which are being sold en 
masse by the tray and they will generally be 
seed-raised. 

However, some seed-raised bedding will 
flower well and long in the right conditions, he 
reflects, including busy Lizzies and Begonia 
semperflorens. 

Bacopa and lobelia are far superior when 
cutting-raised, he says. Typically, seed-raised 
and cutting-raised plants will be found in 
different places in your garden centre. 

Budget-end boxes of seed-raised bedding are 
likely to be grouped together, while more 
premium-end products are likely to be sold 
singly in pots and may be located near hanging 
baskets or containers, where customers buy a 
selection of individual plants. 

Sage sums it up. “With bedding, you get what 


you pay for.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Alpine phlox 

This low-growing, pint-sized perennial, 
whose flowers pack a colourful punch, is a 
valuable addition to the rockery or scree bed, or 
even added to pots where its flowers will 
tumble over the edge, providing a carpet of 
colour accompanied by other taller spring 
flowers and evergreens. 

Dwarf varieties such as R subulata flower in 
late spring and early summer and prefer well- 
drained soil in full sun. 

Summer-flowering plants, such as R 
divaricata ‘Chattahoochee’, prefer a woodland 
area where their pale flowers glow in the shade. 

Good varieties of the mat-forming types 
include R Lilacina, a pale lilac variety and 
Kelly’s Eye, with its striking pink flowers. 
GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

How to tackle gooseberry sawfly 

If you see small S-shaped grubs devouring 
the leaves of your gooseberry bushes, the 
chance is they are the caterpillar-like larvae of 
one of three species of gooseberry sawfly. 

Depending on which type it is, the grubs will 
either be pale green with black spots and black 
heads or just with pale green heads.

The common gooseberry sawfly can 
have three generations a year, with 
larvae active in late April to June, July, 
and August to September. Female 
sawflies lay their eggs on the underside 
of leaves low down in the middle of the 
bush and the larvae eat their way 
upwards. 

Their damage will result in severely 
defoliated plants, which may not crop 
well the next year. If you see them, you 
can either pick them off by hand or snip 
off the leaves they are invading. 

Alternatively, use a biological control 
(nematode), sold as Fruit and Vegetable 
Protection, which can be watered on to 
infested plants.

HAVE YOU EVER THOUGHT 
ABOUT A POND IN A POT? 



J UST because you have a small 
garden or outside space doesn’t 
mean you can’t have a beautiful 
water feature to admire. 

Not only is it possibly the lowest 
maintenance gardening there is, but it also 
provides a focal point and you can’t over 
water the plants. 

There are several varieties of aquatic plants 
you can choose from, but you will only need 
a few - three is plenty for an 18-inch or 24- 
inch tub or pot, so you still see plenty of open 
water. 

Underwater plants. Often called 
oxygenators - these grow entirely under 
water. They can be used in container water 
features but aren’t essential, however they do 
help in keeping algae at bay. 

The pretty Water Violet is a British native 
plant with white-mauve flowers that appear in 
May-June. 

Floaters. Their root system hangs down in 
the water and they are also good algae 
deterrents. They provide shade to the water 
and can have attractive flowers although 
many can’t tolerate frost. Frogbit is also a 
British native plant, with small round pale 
green leaves and small white flowers from 
June-August. It drops down to the container 
base over the winter months. 

Water lilies. These have their root systems 
anchored at the bottom of the water feature 
whilst the leaves and flowers float on the top 
of the water. There are several dwarf varieties 
that are perfect for container water gardens. 
Hardy water lilies that can tolerate frost tend 


only to flower in the daytime. Rubra is a 
miniature water-lily with small rounded 
leaves and slightly fragrant, cupped flowers 
that open deep rose-pink and then darken 
with age to deep red from June-September. 

Pot ponds don’t have to be in full sun, 
there are a number of aquatic plants that do 
well in shaded areas, but you need remember 
that water lilies flower better if they get three 
to five hours of direct sunlight a day. 

Choosing the right pot for your garden and 
for a successful water feature is essential. If 
you are using a large sized terracotta pot, then 
you will need to plug the drain hole with a 
rubber or cork stopper and pond sealant. 

Other water feature containers could be old 
Belfast basins and water troughs or half 
wooden barrels; they just need to be 
waterproof and leak free which is easy to 
achieve with a plastic liner. A darker interior 
works better as it reflects less light back into 
the water so looks deeper, and dark pots 
absorb more heat which is good in the spring 
for plant growth. 

You can plant several types of aquatic 
plants in one container but if the plants you 
choose grow better at different water depths 
then plant them on a brick or small upturned 
clay pot in the water to raise them to the right 
level. Aquatic plants can be fast growers so 
may need thinning out from time to time. 

For a real ‘wow factor’, put three pots or 
tubs together in an arrangement to create your 
very own, unique water garden and then just 
sit back and enjoy.

His elbow collided with New 
Zealand skipper Kieran Read’s head and the No 8 
was down for quite a while. 

It was a very physical contest. 

Farrell soon added a second penalty to cut the 
gap to a single point, but New Zealand went on 
the break again and Jordi Barrett, the New 
Zealand fullback, went over for a second try 
which meant the All Blacks led 12-6 at halftime.

Taulupe 
Ealetau won a scrum for the Lions, but New 
Zealand gained a penalty and Barrett kicked 
another pressure goal to make it 15-12. 

Jamie George was caught out with two not- 
straight throws at the line-out and then Liam 
Williams dropped an Aaron Smith box-kick. It 
was getting tense. 

The Lions won a penalty in the 78th minute 
and Warburton called up Earrell.

The South Wales 
Central AM said this 
would be of “deep 
frustration” to local 
residents who “feel the 
Welsh Government have 
failed to take their 
concerns seriously”. 

Mr Davies said, 
“There have been many 
concerns expressed 
locally regarding the 
proposed northern access 
road, and I have met with 
Llantwit Major Town 
Council and Llanmaes 
Community Council to 
discuss it. 

“While the Welsh 
Government are keen to 
spend £15m on the road, 
they have so far failed to

Dinas Powys 
Probus club learns 
all about sex 
in honeybees 
and in humans 


ON July 4, 
Professor Robert 
Pickard, Emeritus 
Professor of 

Neurobiology at 
Cardiff University, 
and an 

international 
authority on the 
biology of 

honeybees, gave a 
talk to the members 
on ‘Sex in 
Honeybees and 
Humans’, the word 
‘Sex’ in this instance 
defining the 

subjects as being 
either male or 
female. 

The true gender of a 
newly-born child is not 
always clear at birth. In a 
village in the Dominican 
Republic, most babies 
appear to be female but at 
the age of puberty, many 
are found to be male. 

Survival in any 
species depends upon the 
ability to respond to 
change, not simply on 
intelligence or strength, 
the commonly held 
belief. 

Honeybees are far 
ahead of humans in this; 
they control population 
numbers according to the 
needs of their colony, 
whereas humans have 
allowed the world 
population to grow, with 
very limited attempts at 
control. 

The result is that now, 
although humans are 
currently living at the 
best time in their history, 
the world’s population is 
now above sustainable 
levels and, unless control 
is accepted, in 50 years 
time the world will be 
short of food, water and 
energy. 

Honeybees evolved 
around 40 million years 
ago. They are known as a 
‘superorganistic group’, 
a social unit with a 
specialised division of 
labour. 

Their society centres 
around a queen bee who, 
only when stimulated by 
worker bees, lays an egg. 
The workers indicate to 
her that the egg must 
either produce a queen or 
a worker, dependent on 


the colony’s need. By so 
doing, the food supply is 
kept at a sufficient level 
for the hive to survive. 

Any excess of queens 
above requirements is 
dealt with by converting 
them to workers, or they 
are killed. Bees can 
direct other bees to a 
food source two miles 
away simply by symbolic 
navigation, this is beyond 
human skills. 

Humans are known as 
a ‘herding society’, they 
don’t seek out the likely 
outcomes of their 
actions, they have 
evolved to benefit 
individuals, not groups. 
They are unable to 
choose the sex of a baby 
at conception. 

When Man was living 
in caves, around seven 
million years ago, there 
was a natural, if brutal, 
way of controlling 
population levels. 

Starvation was common, 
possibly due to climate 
change. 

At such times, the 
dominant alpha male 
would kill children or 
weaker members of his 
clan for food. 

Today, our food is so 
nutritious and full of 
protein, even the humble 
burger more than fulfills 
our daily needs. 

There are no natural 
inhibitors to man’s 
expansion. If man is to 
survive at something like 
his current life style, he 
must educate all nations 
to recognise the critical 
benefits to reducing birth 
levels and not allow birth 
rates seen in some 
countries to continue - 
and discover new energy 
resources. 

Advances in medical 
sciences mean that any 
world-wide disease, 
however devastating 
would be unlikely to 
reduce our population 
level. 

Bees share 80 per cent 
of human genes, but 
humans do have the 
important ability to love 
and be loved. 

The vote of thanks 
was given by Edward 
Jenkins who 

complimented Professor 
Pickard on the scope and 
detail of his talk.

1 HAVE to take 
issue with Karl- 
James Langford 
and his misguided 
comments 
concerning cyclists 
and am concerned 
that a Liberal 
Party 

Parliamentary 
spokesperson 
should use The 
GEM as a platform 
for views which are 
clearly so out of 
step with the many 
health and 
environmental 
issues we all face. 

I certainly agree that 
some cyclists can be a 
nuisance, particularly on 
pavements where they 
should not be, and the 
Highway Code suggests 
riding no more than two 
abreast, but to paint all 
cyclists as a menace is a 
bit beyond. 

On the issue of trains, 
fair comment, but then 
this is up to the train 
companies to provide 
better facilities. You 
raise the questionable 
attitudes of some 
cyclists, but surely the 
same can be said for 
‘some’ motorists. 

I ran cycling club 
runs for junior riders 
over a number of years 
and for obvious safety 
reasons, the instructions 
to the riders was to 
‘single out’ if we risked 
causing an obstruction, 
or even pull over and 
stop if the circumstances 
dictated it. 

Very rarely did we 
have an issue with 
motorists or tractors. I 
continue to find the 
majority of motorists 
respect our 

vulnerability, and I think 
we all appreciate that 
consideration works 
both ways. 

Cyclists have equal 
rights on the road with 
motorists and other road 
users, but to suggest 
limiting cyclists access 
to main roads and 
narrow lanes is facile. 

Some four-fifths of 
bicycle commutes take 
place on minor roads so 
where do they go, cycle 
paths? 

I used to commute 
from Llantwit to the 
centre of Cardiff 
regularly both for fitness 
and to save money. I 
had no choice as the 
quickest route was to 
use lanes and the main 
A48 through 
Culverhouse. Is Mr 
Langford suggesting this 
was inappropriate? 
Perhaps as a politician, 
he could lobby to 
improve the 

infrastructure which has 
already started as a 
result of the excellent 
work of Sustrans and 
provide more cycle 
lanes so that we don’t 
have to risk ourselves 
on our main roads. 

You say that cyclists 
do not contribute to the 


roads of this country. 
You claim they pay no 
specific tax, but simple 
research reveals that 
apparently some 80 per 
cent of cyclists hold a 
driving licence, and by 
cyclists it means those 
who use a bike at least 
twice a week. 

However, it is a 
misnomer to use the 
phrase ‘road tax’. This 
was replaced by Vehicle 
Excise Duty (VED) in 
1937. You go on to 
make the assumption 
that a motorist is paying 
tax to use the roads and 
that the money goes 
back into the roads. This 
is not the case, as it 
goes to the Treasury for 
a range of purposes. 

It is probably more 
accurate, therefore, to 
describe VED as a 
pollution tax as ultra 
low emissions are now 
exempted. 

I would like to make 
some final observations, 
again based on simple 
research. In 2000 there 
were 27.2 million cars 
in the UK, in 2014 it 
rose to 31.7 million, 
increasing by one per 
cent a year. The average 
passenger vehicle emits 
approximately 4.7 
metric tonnes of C02 a 
year. 

Clearly, these trends 
needs to be reversed as 
the environmental 
consequences are 
unsustainable. 

Coronary heart 
disease and 

cardiovascular disease is 
now the number one 
killer, with the UK 
having some of the 
highest obesity levels in 
Western Europe with 
obesity rates in the UK 
among girls increasing 
by 8 per cent and 8.5 
per cent for boys since 
1980. 

In short, there is an 
obvious and urgent case 
for increasing exercise 
levels, particularly 
among young people. 
The advantage of 
cycling is that everyone 
can relate to it as there 
are links between 
participation and elite 
excellence, which are 
hard to find in other 
forms of exercise as it 
relates directly to 
people’s everyday 
lives - it’s something 
you do and not just 
watch on the TV. 

With some 15,000 
cyclists doing the 
Velothon last weekend 
and with the Tour de 
Erance having more 
media coverage than 
ever before, I suspect 
you may be swimming 
(sorry cycling) against 
the tide.

It would increase the already high volume of 
morning commuting traffic rat-running from the

It is not right that a 
16-year-old, who is not 
allowed a provisional 
licence to drive on a 
public road, even with a 
qualified driver, can pass 
a tractor test and be 
allowed to drive these 
machines, towing 
potentially lethal 
agricultural plant on the 
public highway. 

These young drivers 
have no Imowledge or 
experience of how to 
behave on our roads; we 
have all been in a 
situation where we have 
been held up for miles 
behind a tractor doing 20 
miles an hour and 
refusing to pull in to 
available laybys to allow 
other traffic to pass. 

I was in a queue on 
the A48 a couple of 
weeks ago, the tractor a 
dot in the distance with a 
wide machine on the 
back which stopped 
anyone passing. 

When we were held 
up for roadworks, he

Remember, it is 
not just the private 
motorist being delayed.

The queue carried on 
for a few more miles 
until he finally turned 
off, no doubt happy, or 
at least indifferent to the 
people affected. 

I then followed him 
through the country 
lanes, trying to keep my 
hospital appointment.

I reported the driver, 
his number and 
description to the police, 
as I hope others did. 

I returned home to a 
message from them, 
saying that the driver 
was “doing his job as 
was his right, and the 
matter was closed”. 

If there’s a trailer on 
the back, don’t even 
expect a number plate to 
report. 

I have spoken to a 
local councillor and had 
a meeting with Andrew 
R T Davies for action.

A4055 into narrow Station Road through Dinas 
Powys old village to Pen-y-Turnpike and in the 
reverse direction in the afternoon. 

Other residential roads leading from the A4055 
to Pen-y-Turnpike have parked cars on both sides 
and are unsuitable for taking more traffic. 

Approaching the unclassified Pen-y-Tumpike, 
there are two width restrictions to slow traffic and 
cope with the unsafe junction with Millbrook Road.

It is unlikely that the capacity of Pen-y-Tumpike 
could be significantly increased without acquisition 
of gardens and even house demolition.

Junction and constructing a by-pass would provide 
the relief which Mr Woodford desires and would 
also benefit adjoining communities as endorsed last 
week by Sully and Lavemock Community Council.

A coastal 
ramble 
unearths 
old industry 
at Aberthaw 


A GROUP of 13 
walkers and 
Ramakin joined 
Joy from Penarth 
and District 
Ramblers for a 
local circular 
ramble beginning 
in Cadoxton, before 
passing through 
Coldbrook and 
heading along 
Argae Lane and 
through Biglis 
Farm to long 
grassed meadows 
leading to Bryn y 
Don fields for 
morning break.

Dropping downhill by 
quiet lane past South 
Lodge, surrounded by a 
sweet smelling lavender 
hedge and emerging 
opposite St Andrew’s 
Church, a stile near 
Glebe Farm led them 
back into fields. 

Reaching Argae Lane 
and heading up through 
Gilbert Lane to Lidl, the 
lane continued downhill 
through housing 
developments to 
Pencoetre field and on 
through Treharne Road 
to St Cadoc’s 
churchyard, for a short 
rest under the trees. 

After making a brief 
visit into the church, a 
narrow path led uphill 
and through Victoria 
Park back to Cadoxton. 
They were joined by six 
more members, and the 
afternoon slipped lazily 
away at a splendid post¬ 
walk barbecue in hot 
sunshine. 

Thirteen walkers 
joined Joy at east 
Aberthaw for the 
summer evening ramble, 
heading down through 
Well Road and along a 
narrow path below the 
main Vale railway line, 
to emerge beside the 
lake at Pleasant Harbour, 


where the blue sky and 
clouds along with the 
surrounding cordgrass 
were reflected in the 
tranquil water.

Barry Town United gearing 
up for Newport County test 


BARRY Town 
United have begun 
preparations for the 
biggest match of the 
summer, with old 
rivals Newport 
County set to bring 
a full-strength side 
to Jenner Park on 
Tuesday, July 25 
(7.30pm). 

The Exiles are the 
headline attraction of the 
Town’s pre-season 
programme - with the 
match in Barry their 
penultimate friendly 
fixture before kicking off 
their Sky Bet League 
Two campaign in August. 

Matches against 
Newport County are 
almost as old as the 
Jenner Park outfit itself, 
with Barry welcoming a 


Newport team for the 
first time in February of 
1914, a feisty affair that 
the Barrians won 6-2 
with former West 
Bromwich Albion man 
Bert Millard scoring the 
side’s first ever hat-trick. 

Meeting in the 
Southern, Western and 
Welsh Leagues across 
their respective histories, 
Barry’s heaviest first 
team defeat would come 
at the feet of Newport, an 
11-1 thrashing in 1932. 

After the Second 
World War, Barry and 
Newport would contest 
what is thought to be 
Wales’ earliest floodlit 
football match at Jenner 
Park in 1949, a fixture 
the visitors would win by 
three goals to one. 

Two years on, the 


Town made their way to 
the FA Cup First Round 
for only the third time, 
yet again Newport would 
prove a stumbling block, 
handing Barry a 4-0 
defeat in front of over 
11,000 fans. 

Then, in 1955, 
Newport would heap 
even more misery on the 
Town, putting an end to 
Barry’s maiden defence 
of the Welsh Cup trophy 
with an 8-1 humbling of 
the holders at Somerton 
Park. 

Accelerating to the 
1990s, both Barry and 
Newport would find 
themselves in the same 
Beazer Homes League 
Midland Division, with 
the inaugural season of 
match-ups seeing both 
sides record a 1-0 


Barry Wanderers 
are hack in drop 
zone after loss 


BARRY Wanderers’ first team 
find themselves back in the 
relegation places of Division 
Three after losing by six 
wickets to Pontymister and 
Cross Keys who completed a 
league double over the 
Wanderers after being 
promoted last season. 

Unusually the captain James Hassett 
won the toss and elected to bat and 
despite the early loss of James Hornby, 
Hassett batting at a higher than normal 
three, batted beautifully and got the 
Barry team into an excellent position 
and put on 50 runs until the other 
opener Neil Blundell was bowled with 
the score on 68 for 2. 

Hassett continued playing fluently 
with his clips of the legs through mid¬ 
wicket being especially attractive. 
However, the spin of Asif and Baker 
once again proved the undoing of the 
innings as the Wanderers batsmen were 
once again at a loss to play decent spin 
bowling. 

Hassett had reached 50 which 
included 10 fours but fell for a superb 
56 a ball after he should have been 
stumped by popping the ball up to 
point. 

The score at this point was 105 for 3 
with more than 25 overs to go but 
within 13 overs they had slumped to 
155 for 8 and another disastrous 
innings on the cards. 

Thankfully the ever smiling Danie 
Selvaraju came in and with the help of 
Sam Harris took the score to 194 off 45 
overs and Selvaraju finishing on a 
typically entertaining 28 not out. 

Asif finished with 4 for 31 from his 
nine overs and once again 200 and 
maximum bowling points had been a 
total too far. 

The Wanderers still felt very much 
in the game at tea though and were 
looking for the opening pair of Rhodii 
Jones and Selvaraju to put a few back 
in the pavilion early doors and despite 
Jones bowling Dan Jones with the 
score on 15, the Wanderers were 
always from then on behind in the 
game. 

Asif, after his four wickets, came in 
at three and batted as well as he 
bowled. The third wicket fell at a very 
similar score and overs to the 
Wanderers innings but from there on 
the partnership of Asif and Baker was 
equally as effective with the bat as it 
was with the ball. 

They put on 89 in exactly 10 overs 
until Asif fell for an excellent 67 while 
Baker took them home to finish on 43 
not out and have over 10 overs to 
spare. Baker is one of those players 


that reach 43 and you barely notice. An 
excellent cricketer and captain in this 
league. 

Things will not be any easier this 
coming Saturday as they travel to table 
topping Crumlin but everyone wrote 
them off against Sully so you never 
know.

Availability again meant a lack of 
strength in depth and this Saturday the 
seconds will be stronger due to better 
availability and players not able to go 
to Crumlin. 

On Sunday, Westbury on Severn 
were warmly welcomed who have now 
been visiting what is now known as 
Hayes Point for over 20 years, along 
with some wives and girlfriends, 
having a pleasant day out. 

Westbury are a strong team though, 
despite being a few men down from 
the morning, and their total of 222 was 
always going to be too much for the 
Sunday Wanderers who in reply made 
123. 

There were some highlights though 
as 64-year-old Chris Carpenter hit a 
cracking 19 before being given LBW 
by Cardiff City fan leuan Wade. 

Wade suggested later that the 
connections Chris has to a former 
Swansea City player may have 
influenced his decision. The fact that 
Wade said this while wearing a Wales 
football shirt meant that he was 
probably joking! 

Chris comes down from 
Birmingham to play for and the club 
are extremely grateful. Also, young 
Mark Williams finished 19 not out for 
his best-ever score so well done to him. 

Off the field, the soon-to-be 75- 
years-old Peter Daughton turned up 
late as he was off lunching with one of 
his many lady friends and then 
proceeded to play tennis for ninety 
minutes. His stamina and attitude are 
an example to the younger members of 
the club! 

On Saturday the firsts make the trip 
to run happy Crumlin who have 
several players more than capable of 
hitting centuries while the seconds 
welcome the same club, while on 
Sunday Arriva Trains are the visitors.

success on home soil 
(Wayne Matthews 
scoring the winner for 
the Town in March 
1991). 

The subsequent season 
saw a big Boxing Day 
derby showdown 

between the two Welsh 
teams at Jenner Park, 
with Brian Davies and 
the prolific Steve 
Williams on target for the 
Town in a 2-2 draw. 

However, the creation 
of the new League of 
Wales in 1992 would 
change the course of 
history, with the resultant 
dispute serving up the 
unlikely scenario of two 
Barry vs Newport 
matches played across 
the border in England 
(the respective teams 
exiled at Worcester and 
Moreton-in-Marsh). 

While the Barry team 
finished ahead of 
Newport in 1991, 1992 
and 1993, the clubs 
would soon take 
considerably differently 
paths; Newport waging a 
legal war with the 
Football Association of 
Wales that would 
ultimately preserve their 
place in the English 
system, while former 
Barry chairman Neil O’ 
Halloran began chasing 
the dream of European 
success through the 
Welsh football pyramid. 

Divided by a border 
politics, meetings 
between Barry and 
Newport became a rare 
occurrence; not even the 
fondly-remembered 
LAW Premier Cup, a 
competition designed to 
facilitate matches 

between the Welsh 
Premier League and 
Football League sides, 
would pair the teams 
together. 

However, in 2011, the 
law’s decision to invite 
the exiles back into the 


Welsh Cup saw a host of 
interesting ties pulled 
out, including a third 
round clash between 
Town and County at 
Spytty Park. 

Having beaten 

Merthyr at Penydarren 
Park, Barry took to the 
field with aplomb that 
evening, taking a 
sensational lead when 
forward TJ Nagi fired 
home a stunning effort 
that soared into the 
stanchion. 

The goal set the tone 
for a hard-fought war and 
while Newport would 
eventually emerge as 3-2 
winners, the rollercoaster 
battle was one of the 
most memorable of the 
Town’s entire campaign. 

In May 2013, Newport 
secured a long-awaited 
return to the Football 
League, a mere two days 
before Barry found 
themselves without a 
league of any kind. 
However, with the Town 
rallying to survive and 
kick-start their own 
remarkable revival, the 
July 25 match at Jenner 
Park will be the first ever 
Barry vs Newport 
encounter to pit a Welsh 
Premier League side 
against one from the 
ELL. 

Next week, we will 
look at some of the key 
players set to feature at 
Jenner Park, as well as 
the Newport County 
manager whose 

Champions League goal 
secured him a place in 
Town history.

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POINT TO POINT MEMORIES: 

Looking back with 
Brian Lee — 1989 


r HE GEM^S Brian Lee, 
who incidentally 

celebrates his 81st 
birthday today, July 13, has 
been reporting on the Welsh 
horse racing scene for more 
than half-a-century. 

Today, he takes another look at one 
of his many press cuttings scrap books. 

Under the heading ‘Farmer Tipped 
to Win on Points’, I wrote: “St Athan 
farmer John Thomas has high hopes of 
winning a race or two on his father Jim 
Thomas’s Stapster Park when the 
Welsh point-to-point season gets under 
way on February 18. 

“John (26) , is following a great 
family tradition. His grandfather Jack 
Thomas and father Jim were hot 
successful riders between-the- flags. 

“His sister Carole has also ridden in 
hunt-races and on one occasion, got the 
better of him when riding in the 
members’ race at the Glamorgan Hunt 
Point-To-Point meeting at St Hilary. 

“Last season, John scored his first 
success outside Wales when winning at 
the Ross Harriers fixture on Rose 
Harry’s Dinas Powis trained Gerwyn. 
John also did well at the Tredegar 
Farmers meeting on Ian Harley’s 
Brave Match. 

“Stapster Park, who only ran twice 
last season, showed good form when 
finishing third at the Brecon point-to- 
point.” 

With regard to the time Carol beat 
her brother, this is what I had to say in 
my book The Races Came Off - The 
story of point-to-point racing in South 
and West Wales: 

“At the Glamorgan, at St Hilary, 20- 
year-old Carole Thomas and her 22- 
year-old brother, John, fought out the 
finish of the members’ race. Carole set 
out on her grandfather’s Cottage Chest 
to make all the running. 

“Four fences out, she was joined by 
John riding former winning hurdler 


Chastity Belt. John actually headed his 
sister three out and called across to her 
to ‘hang on’. It was then that Carole 
responded to her brother’s call by 
staging a renewed challenge and, 
jumping the last in front, held on to 
win by four lengths.” 

That year, the late great Cardiff 
bookmaker, John Lovell, invited me to 
a meeting of bookmakers in Cardiff 
and this is what I reported at the time: 

“Heated arguments about allowing 
English bookmakers to stand at Welsh 
point-to-points broke out between 
bookmakers when 30 of them - mostly 
Welsh - met at the Crest Hotel in 
Cardiff recently with the aim of 
forming the South and West Wales 
Point-To-Point Bookmakers 

Association. 

“Betting without the favourite, 
double sized betting boards and the 
availability of pitches were other 
topics that had the gentlemen of the 
turf hot under the collar. 

“Cardiff bookmaker John Lovell 
said: ‘The formation of the association 
would bring Wales into line with all the 
other areas in the country.’” 

Back then, there would be around 20 
or 30 bookmakers at the Welsh point- 
to-points but these days we are lucky if 
eight or ten turn up. 

Meanwhile, I am researching 
another book about Welsh horse racing 
and would like to hear from anyone 
with stories, press cuttings, 
photographs and information on 
notable Welsh owners, riders and 
trainers and, of course, any scandals, 
big gambles and scams. 

I will be including chapters on 
point-to-point and flapping (unlicensed 
meetings). Also, does anyone have the 
contact details for Elain Mellor, 
formerly Williams, from the Vale, who 
won the ladies’ jockeys’ title on a 
number of occasions?

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BRITISH & IRISH LIONS TOUR 2017 

Third test: New Zealand 15 
British & Irish Lions 15 

The Lions and All Blacks 
battle it out in an absorbing 
encounter and draw test series 



T he British & 
Irish Lions 
knew that 
their third, and 
decisive, game in 
this three match 
test series of the 
2017 tour against 
world champions 
New Zealand was 
going to be a close 
one; yet who would 
have guessed that, 
at the end of 
another absorbing 
and hard-hitting 80 
minutes of rugby, 
the two teams 
would be tied not 
just on the night 
but overall, the 
series drawn as the 
sides battled out a 
15-15 draw. 

It marked a moral 
victory for the tourists; 
after all the pre-tour 
hype stated that the All 
Blacks were too strong, 
too focused, too settled 
to be upset by a touring 
party who were, at the 
start of the tour, both 
undercooked in terms of 
preparation and 
overcooked in terms of 
how much rugby they 
had played prior to 
boarding the plane to the 
land of the long white 
cloud. 

Yet come the test 
showdowns the team 
were at optimum 
strength, fortune with 
injuries meaning they 
were in essence at full 
strength, and Gatland’s 
ability to get teams 
peaking at the right time 
meant that they were 
more than ready for this 
climactic battle where no 
quarter would be given, 
and none expected. 

There were so many 
superb performances 
across the series - Sam 
Warburton’s guile and 
hard-work set the tone 
after he recovered from

injury, while Jonathan 
Davies showed a 
maturity and defensive 
nous across all three 
games that marked him 
down as one of the 
players of the tour, 
despite not having had 
the best of seasons either 
domestically or 
internationally. 

Maro Itoje was 
intensity personified in 
his test appearances; 
with the mark of a man 
who you could quite 
easily see wear the 
captaincy of both 
England and the Lions, 
the youngster was 
dynamic, accurate at the 
breakdown and covered 
nearly every blade of 
grass when called up, 
while Taulupe Faletau 
made the absence of 
Billy Vunipola a non¬ 
issue with excellent 
performances every time 
he crossed the 
whitewash. 

Conor Murray made 
the number 9 shirt his 
own (no mean feat with 
Rhys Webb breathing 
down his neck) and 
Owen Farrell, whether at 
10 or 12 (and save for a 
mediocre 20 minutes on 
Saturday) was 
exemplary in his kicking 
and general 
performances; his 
composure with the 
kicks that won the 
second test and drew the 
third test was hugely 
impressive. 

Warren Gatland had 
been labelled a clown by 
one New Zealand 
newspaper after the first 
test, but he most 
certainly had the last 
laugh - strolling into 
Saturday’s post-match 
press conference 
wearing a red nose. 

Gatland will feel 
vindicated in the 
decisions made over the 
course of the tour, from 


the paucity of Scottish 
players selected and the 
‘logistical’ call-up of 
players situated closest 
to New Zealand as the 
tour reached the midway 
point, to the 
controversial (in some 
sections of the British 
Isles) omissions and 
selections made over the 
course of the test series. 

The New Zealander 
may not have wholly 
ruled himself out of 
taking charge of the 
Lions on the South 
Africa tour in four years 
time, but with the 
likelihood of him 
departing Wales post- 
2019 Rugby World Cup 
it seems unlikely that 
Gatland will be the 
chosen one in 2021. 

Two tours undertaken, 
two test series 
undefeated (as is Sam 
Warburton as captain), 
Gatland’s achievements 
will go down in the 
history books as one of 
the finest records of a 
Lions coach - and yet 
the result could so easily 
have gone either way, 
such was the nip and 
tuck way the game 
played out on Saturday, 
a breathlessly pulsating 
encounter which saw the 
All Blacks again take the 
game by the scruff of the 
neck, only for the 
doggedness of the Lions 
to chip away at the 
scoreboard. 

Defeat from the jaws 
of victory is, it must be 
said, in rugby terms, a 
very Welsh disease, and 
in the 78th minute it 
threatened to engulf 
England, Ireland and 
Scotland (assuming the 
Scots took an interest in 
a game where their 
greatest representation 
was in the stands rather 
than the pitch) as Liam 
Williams (under pressure 
from Keiron Read) 



knocked on from the 
restart and Ken Owens 
caught the ball in an 
offside position, just 
after Owen Farrell had 
levelled the scores from 
the kicking tee. 

The referee’s instant 
decision was to blow for 
a penalty. 

Captain Warburton 
had talked of Saturday’s 
game as being the 
culmination of four 
years of hard work, toil, 
sweat and tears, so how 
cruel (and perhaps, to 
the Welsh eye, 
predictable) that having 
done the hard to work to 
pull level, the game, the 
series, the tour, would be 
snatched away by such 
an error. 

Thankfully for those 
in the red corner, referee 
Romain Poite’s original 
penalty decision was 
downgraded to a scrum, 
Owens deemed to be 
accidentally offside 
(watching the replays in 
slow motion of Owens 
catching the ball and 
then dropping it as if it 
were a hand grenade 
was, post-decision, a 
great source of 
amusement). 

Some last-gasp All 
Black pressure came to 
naught, and as the ball 
went dead the Lions had 
drawn a test series for 
the first time since 1955, 
but perhaps more 
importantly had denied 
the All Blacks victory at 
Eden Park, where they 
hadn’t failed to win 
since 1994. 

The All Blacks may 
feel hard done by 
(particularly by Poite’s 
reverse decision at the 



death), having outscored 
the Lions two tries to 
nil, but with Beauden 
Barrett’s kicking boots 
malfunctioning, the draw 
was a fair result and the 
series draw equally so. 

Has their lustre been 
damaged? No more than 
when England beat them 
in 2012, or when Ireland 
beat them in Chicago 
last year - they’ll pick 
themselves up again 
quickly and the Rugby 
Championship should be 
wary of a wounded All 
Black. 

Post-match there were 
calls for a fourth game, a 
decider, something that 
would, to some, make a 
mockery of the Lions as 
a touring party but the 
thought of seeing these 
two teams go at it one 
more time, winner takes 
all, is tantalising enough 
to both fans and 
broadcasters that they 
may get their wish, with 
social media already 
going into overdrive 
about the possible 
logistics of such a game 
(although it appears 
Eddie Jones has already 
put the kibosh on said 


plans by refusing to 
release players should 
the game go ahead). 

Even if these plans 
come to nothing - and 
despite the hollowness 
of the draw, it is 
probably better that they 
don’t - it’ll take nothing 
away from what has 
been an engrossing and 
captivating test series 
and a hugely enjoyable 
tour overall. 

While the naysayers 
were quick to raise the 
same old issues about 
the validity of Lions 
tours after that first test 
loss, hopefully the 
performances and results 
in the last two tests will 
sharpen peoples' focus 
when it comes to this 
most magical of brands; 
the Lions are alive and 
well, and on the 
evidence of the last two 
tours, more than capable 
of competing with the 
best. 

So now let the 
international hostilities 
resume as Six Nations 
trophies and World Cups 
are up for grabs - but 
lets do it all again in 
South Africa in 2021!
